Inspection. The closure began on Monday, April 20th and will continue for approximately 2 weeks. Customers are asked 
to call 606-756-3291 for status updates on the Augusta Ferry. 

This is also a chance for any routine maintenance to be completed that would cause the ferry to be out of service. 

The Jenny Ann, the current Augusta Ferry, transports not only visitors back and forth between Augusta and the Ohio 
landing outside of Ripley, but many in the area also use it for their daily commute back and forth to work. 

According to the History of Bracken County , “David Cartmell of Maysville sold the ferry in 1993 to a group of ten 
business people of Augusta headed by William E. “Skip” Miller who operates the business today. 

The picturesque old crossing with a succession of owners and many ferries survives to grace the Augusta shore as the 
longest continuous operating ferry crossing on the Ohio River. It is on the National Registry of Historic Sites.” 

The first ferry was established by John Boude around 1798. Many men have piloted the Ohio River in the last 217 
years and the vessels that are navigated up and down the river have seen many changes also. The current full time pilots 
are Herbie Lathem and Devin Claypool with Joe Gallenstein serving as a part time pilot.

June 14 th , the new 
Courthouse at Brooksville 
is almost completed. The 
Courthouse was built from tax 
money set aside from the fiscal 
court. Courthouse cost around 
$49,000.00 contract price. The 
company having the contract 
failed, the Courthouse is worth 
the money. 

August 1914, European 
war started, ended in what 
became the world war, which 
closed several years later. 

William Taylor, colored, 
killed his wife and then 
committed suicide. 

October, P. B. Powers 
died at the Baptist Church 
while attending a prayer 
meeting. 

(Editorial Note, please 
keep in mind not all of the 
dates of events featured in this 
article are accurate, they only 
reflect what the author at the 
time could remember—John 
Leming.) 

May 15,1997 

January 1915 George B. 
Kinney died at Brooksville. He 
defended Bela Turner, charged 
with the murder of Nelson 
Marksberry at Falmouth. 
Turner was acquitted. Mr. 
Kinney took a cold, resulting 
in his death. 

September 15 th , the body 
of a fifteen year old boy found 


on the railroad two miles 
below August was cut in half. 
Supposed to have gone to 
sleep while stealing a ride on 
a freight train. After several 
weeks his mother was located 
at Dayton, Ohio, and came 
here to identify the body of 
her son. 

1916 Clarence Hunter 
died, and the Hunter home on 
Front Street badly damaged by 
fire. 

December 1916 Newt 
Evans, local Dry Goods man 
diedsuddenlywhile purchasing 
goods in a wholesale house in 
Cincinnati, Ohio. 

1917 Elijah Hughes, 
white, stuck a grass hook in the 
top of the head of the young 
son, colored, of Bev Nelson, 
also colored. The boy died. 
Hughes joined the Army, it 
was cold blooded murder. 

The United States enters 
the world war. A few weeks 
later, General H. H. Denhardt 
came to the county and called 
for volunteers. About 35 to 
50 enlisted, but all did not 
pass the test. This was then 
followed by the draft, and 
several hundred went from 
Bracken County. 

May 9, 1917 Freight train 
struck the auto in which Frank 
Snedeker and Leslie Bradbury 
were driving, at Upper 
Street. Snedeker died shortly 
afterwards from injuries. 
Bradbury recovered although 
badly hurt.

Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 


Kentucky may be a couple 
of thousand miles away from 
Hollywood, but that hasn’t 
diminished our connections 
to the entertainment industry. 
Some of today’s most famous 
actors, for example - George 
Clooney, Jennifer Lawrence 
and Johnny Depp - were bom 
here, while Tom Cmise spent 
part of his youth in Louis¬ 
ville. 

The commonwealth it¬ 
self has been the backdrop 
of several well-known mov¬ 
ies, from Elizabeth Taylor’s 
“Raintree County” in the 
1950’s to Dustin Hoffman’s 
and Cmise’s “Rain Man” in 
the 1980’s. Fort Knox was a 
focal point for James Bond’s 
“Goldfinger” in 1964 and Bill 
Murray’s “Stripes” in 1981, 
and our horse industry has 
played a starring role in not 
one but three major movie 
productions over the last 
dozen years: “Seabiscuit,” 
“Dreamer” and “Secretariat.” 

Over the last few decades, 
our region has been featured 
as well, with Augusta serving 
as a site for James Michener’s 
“Centennial,” PBS’ “Huckle¬ 
berry Finn”; and Neil Simon’s 
“Lost in Yonkers.” 

Our ties to television and 
movies go even deeper than 
these examples. Consider 
Jessamine County’s Asbury 
University, which has raised 
its industry profile consider¬ 
ably since the early 1980’s 
while graduating hundreds of 
students who now play star¬ 
ring roles behind the camera. 

Their credits include han¬ 
dling special effects for the 
highest-grossing movie of all 
time, “Avatar”; and several 
have served as writers and 
producers of such television 
shows as “NCIS,” “Every¬ 
body Loves Raymond” and 
“Mythbusters.” Overall, As¬ 
bury graduates have worked 
on films earning 16 Academy 
Awards. 

If California still remains 
the face of television and 
movie production, that hasn’t 
stopped other states from tak¬ 
ing a larger slice of that multi¬ 
billion dollar pie. It’s easy to 
understand why; these shows 
and films can provide thou¬ 
sands of jobs, and the final 
product can boost tourism in 
ways commercials and other 
advertisements can’t. 

Two southern states have 
been especially successful in 
this regard. In 2013, Louisi¬ 
ana had about as many film 
projects as California, while 
Georgia reported last August 
that the film and television 
industry there had a $5.5 bil¬ 
lion economic impact during 
the 2014 fiscal year. That 
state now supports more 
than 75,000 jobs in this field, 
while shooting locations for 
such shows as “The Walking 
Dead” have become tourism 
destinations. 


Six years ago, the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly sought to have 
Kentucky play a bigger role 
when it authorized tax incen¬ 
tives targeted toward movie, 
television and documentary 
production and traveling 
Broadway-styled shows. 

Since then, however, 
these incentives have fallen 
behind what these produc¬ 
tions can receive elsewhere. 
First Lady Jane Beshear, who 
made changing this trend a 
top priority in the just-com¬ 
pleted legislative session, 
told legislators that 30 states 
now have better tax-incentive 
packages. 

The commissioner for 
the Kentucky Department 
of Travel and Tourism said 
the just-completed FX se¬ 
ries “Justified” underscored 
the problem. Although set 
in Harlan County, the show 
was primarily filmed in Penn¬ 
sylvania and California, with 
only a small crew coming to 
Kentucky periodically for ex¬ 
terior shots. 

This year’s new law, 
which passed the House and 
Senate overwhelmingly, 
brings our entertainment in¬ 
centives up to levels seen in 
many other states. It lowers 
the eligibility for film projects 
to qualify, and it sets an even 
lower bar if the company ap¬ 
plying for the incentives is 
based in Kentucky. The in¬ 
centives are also higher if the 
production takes place in rural 
counties that have not fully 
rebounded economically. 

Budget officials estimate 
the incentives will cost the 
state about $5.5 million a 
year, though that figure could 
grow if we are successful. 
The return on investment has 
been cited as a positive one 


economically by other states. 

Given Kentucky’s cur¬ 
rent connections to the indus¬ 
try, the film programs at our 
universities, our workforce 
and the state’s incomparable 
geography, there is no reason 
why we cannot see the com¬ 
monwealth take on a bigger 
leading role in television and 
the movies. If that does hap¬ 
pen, this new law will be a 
key reason why.

Howdy Foiks! April 
showers are still with us this 
Monday morning, but we 
saw a beautiful sun on the 
horizon for just a couple of 
minutes giving us a great start 
to the work week; however, 
Monday of last week did not 
foreshadow the day that we 
experienced on Tuesday! 
On our first trip to the Re¬ 
cycling Center we delivered 
the trailer that is located in 
Germantown, emptied it and 
had it settled back in by 8:30. 
On to Brooksville to get the 
trailer from Taylor’s School 
lot and after removing some 
trash, we headed back to the 
Recycling Center. 

As soon as we arrived 
back at the Center, we were 
greeted by the Recycling Co¬ 
ordinator holding a half-gal¬ 
lon clear plastic jug with no 
cap on it and filled to the brim 
with used needles! (Shown 
above right) Needle-less to 
say, the staff at the Recycling 
Center was not happy and we 
definitely were not pleased! 
After we had dumped the 
trailer load from German¬ 
town and left, the workers 
began sorting through the 
recycling material to remove 
the cardboard first. How for¬ 
tunate, because it was at this 
point that someone discov¬ 
ered the container of needles! 
And if there is another silver 
lining here, it is that the nee¬ 
dles were from animal use! 
Some of the needles had 
the plastic cap replaced and 
some didn’t, but the entire 
contents could have spilled 
out and gotten co-mingled 
with the recycling material! 
It would have been virtually 
impossible for the workers to 
see them and they could have 
been seriously injured by 
reaching into a pile of papers 
and coming up with a needle 
stuck through their hand! 

Since we check the trail¬ 
ers often and move materials 
around in the loads, we could 
have fallen victim to a stray 
needle ourselves! The con¬ 
tainer itself was purchased 
from Hinton Mills and the 
needles were marked “For 
veterinary use only”. Because 
this trailer is in Germantown, 
it is used by folks from Ma¬ 
son, Robertson and Bracken 
Counties so we have no way 
of knowing who put this con¬ 
tainer into the trailer or why, 
but we thank the Good Lord 
for protecting everyone from 
the potential harm that these 
needles created! If anyone 
sees anything in the trailers 
that is potentially dangerous, 
please give us a call because 
once other recycling material 
is put into the trailers and on 
top of the possible danger, 
neither we, nor the Recycling 
Center personnel will know 
it is there! At that point, it 
may be too late!

We retrieved a large 
heavy black plastic bag of 
old dry wall materials and 
floor sweepings.

Spring turkey season 
now through May 10th 

The wait is over for tur¬ 
key hunters in Kentucky. 

A calendar shift pushed 
the state’s 23-day general 
spring wild turkey season 
back this year to the third 
weekend in April. It opened 
Saturday, April 18 and mns 
through May 10. 

Last spring, hunters in 
Kentucky reported taking 
29,943 turkeys. 

“The current five-year 
average of 32,759 birds har¬ 
vested in the spring is the 
highest five-year average 
that we’ve recorded to date,” 
said Steven Dobey, wild tur¬ 
key program coordinator for 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“While we see some year-to- 
year fluctuation, looking at it 
at an increment of five years, 
our harvest success is the 
highest it’s ever been, which 
is something hunters should 
be excited about.” 

Spring turkey hunters 
may harvest a male turkey or 
a turkey with a visible beard, 
but not more than one in a 
day, and no more than two 
birds total during the season. 
They now have the option of 
using a .410 shotgun in their 
pursuits. 

The state’s turkey flock 
has grown to an estimated 
220,000 birds since restora¬ 
tion efforts ended in 1997. 
Each year, Kentucky ranks 
first or second among sur¬ 
rounding states in the num¬ 
ber of turkeys harvested per 
square mile. 

“The state of our turkey 
flock is exceptional when we 
look at it on a regional scale,” 
Dobey said. “Kentucky has 
something really special go¬ 
ing on as far as its turkeys 
go, and the hunters are reap¬ 
ing the rewards of that.”

& CLUTTER 

After Kentucky’s lost to 
Wisconsin, UK director of ath¬ 
letics Mitch Barnhart posited an 
open letter on the 38-1 season.

Barnhart: “... was an in¬ 
credible group of young men.”

Yes. Dissected and ana¬ 
lyzed from every angle! By 
experts-on-UK across the Com¬ 
monwealth. We call them assis¬ 
tant coaches, to whom talking 
heads Seth Greenberg, Charles 
Barkley, Jay Bilas et all, can’t 
hold a candle. 

Footnote: Also part of Big 
Blue Tradition: Dissect-and- 
analyze for next season started 
two minutes before Badgers’ 
coach Bo Ryan called his last 
time out. 

Barnhart: “(UK player) 
fielded question after question 
in facing an unprecedented me¬ 
dia blitz, never saying a word to 
start even the smallest contro¬ 
versy.” 

Unprecedented? Disin¬ 
genuous, cynical and appeals to 
the worst in us, UK’s AD alleg¬ 
ing media queries are intended 
to stir controversy. All NCAA 
tourney teams attract extraor¬ 
dinary attention in March. Cer¬ 
tainly an unbeaten, top ranked 
and top seeded one. 

Barnhart: “The clutter was 
everywhere .... but they (players 
and coaches) tuned it out....” 

Clutter? A choice of words 
to make transparent Barnhart’s 
arrogance, ignoring that con¬ 
sumer dollars are why CBS pays 
billions for the tournament; me¬ 
dia reporting that helps make it 
The Big Dance. Also, not men¬ 
tioned: It balloon’s Barnhart’s 
budgetary largess. Clutter in¬ 
deed. 

Portion of Barnhart’s open 
letter with which UK fans can 
sorely identify: 

• “... the end came before 
I could even process it. One 
moment we were up four, the 
next Wisconsin was celebrat¬ 
ing. Everything our players had 
worked for all season was over 
in a blink. The emotions were 
overwhelming for me.” 

• “I refuse to let a single 
bad night take away from ev¬ 
erything this team accom¬ 
plished both on and off the 
floor this season. These play¬ 
ers have given a great deal not 
only to the fans that followed 
them. ... I believe history will 
reflect that.”
